The Treasurer wtil not b e responsib le for the penalty and charges on Delinquent Taxes resulting from any omission of the person paying to state definitely on what 
property, in whone name and in what township or corporation it was assessed 
Persons owing Delinquent Taxes should pay them at once 
The late law is of such character that there i§ no option left the Treasurer b ut to enforce the collection of 
delinquent taxes, however much b e may regret to collect the same, b y « ale of property 
The owner of property on the first day of March in any year, shall, b e liab le for the taxes of that year.
